upheld by the Kentucky Court of Ap- 
peals. 

Suit to enjoin the health authori- 
ties was filed In the Campbell Circuit 
Court by WalUr Anacs and bis wife 
of Eiast Second street, Newport, after 
their jlaughler .M.-irgarot, 8 years old, 
was refused admittance at the Fourth 
treet School because she had not been 
vaccinated. The case, which .-.tir.icted 
state-wide attention, was taken to tho 
Appellate Court by lloraoc Hoot, who 
represented .Mr. and Mrs. Andes, after 
Judge Caldwell refused to sustain the 
motion, contending that the order of 
the State Board of Health was reason- 
able.! In his argument in the local 
court Mr. Root contended that Rule 
76 was not applicable to Campbell 
county In view of the fact that no epi- 
demic -of smallimx or other contagious 
diseases existed In this community at 
the time the order was Issued. He con- 
tended that the order was made to ap- 
ply only to those communities where 
contagious disuse; were prevalent. 

Judge C. Clark ruled that "the fact 
that smallpox does not at the present 
timo exist In Campbell county or the

GKAI> FED CATTLE PAll>r. 
FAR.MEKS MOHE THAX FEKDEES. 

Lexington, Ky. — Grain fed cattle 
at the present time are selling at 
prices well above those being paid for 
feeder steeirs, aoeerding to Waylaad 
Rhoads, beef cattle specialist of the 
College of Agrloultnre. This is a good 
guide for cattle men and iWUoates 
that It may Im mors proMtsbla to feed 
I steers 6ut 'or aboeked oom Am* atwut 
I a month or six weeks longer while 
: they are still on grass Instead of let- 
ting them gain what they can on grass 
alone and than selling thsm as t«ed- 
lers. On the other hand, the farmer 
I who Is going to keep IiIh Kteers und 
^sell them as fat cattle this winter 
nniHt bo on guard an hooii ua the first 
ifiecy.t'g vouie and pa^tturcs got short 
to prevent costly xlirlnks In hli oattlo. 



Feeding should start as soon as possU 
I'.e after the first heavy freezes of the 
year. 

V ration for a feeding period of 
from lUO to 140 days that haa given 
ocd gains in many feed lots of the 
.state as well as on tho coUego farm 
is made of cottonseed meal, broken 
ear corn, silage and ai Itlus hay or 
straw that the steers will clean up. A 
daily feed of this ration for each 1,000 
;>cnnds of live weight should average 
ihuut three pounds of the cottonseed 
meal, 46 pounds of the silage and ton 
)ounds of com. However, the amount 
led at the beginning of the feeding 
period, Is less than this and Is grad 
tally Increased until the animals are 
i;ettlng even more than this amount 
near tho end of the period. In a long 
feeding period of more than 100 days, 
h ecoru is left out of the ration for 
ho first 60 days. 

.\ good ration for farmers to feed 
who have no silage and who wish to 
feed for a shorter period is made of 
'OitoMseed meal, clover hay. broken 
■ar corn and fodder or straw. A dally 
feed of this ration for each 1000 
•lonnda ot live weiiiht should average 
il.ii nt two pcnnds of cottonseed meal 
^ix poiuuls of clover alid and 
uruiids of corn with all the fodder or 
straw that the steers can clean up 
These amounts are reached by grad- 
ually Increasing the teed. If a full 
"eed of clover hay Is fed with corn, 
?cod gains will be made without the 



cottonseed meal. Cheap gains can be 
made by feedtog cottonseed meal at 
the average rate of about three pounds 
day for each 1,000 pounds of live 
Eteer and allowing a full feed of 
hock com.
